Starting date for the first 
Western Canada lottery will 
be April 30. Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Ernest Hall announced 
Monday, but the outcome of 
the lottery won't be ‘decided 
after the kickoff of any kind 
of ball. 

Nor will the wihner lie deter¬ 
mined-bj? the finish of a horse 
race or the winner of a hock¬ 
ey gaqie. 


“We think that 5250,000 
which is the first prize, is too 
much to be decided by an 
event in which we ourselves 
have no control over the out¬ 
come," said Hall after a 
meeting with representatives 
of the three Prairie provinces, 
also involved in the formation 
of the lottery. 

This means, he explained 
that the final results of the 
four yearly lotteries won’t be 
based on the results of horse 


races, the Grey Cup, the Stan¬ 
ley Clip or other. sporting 
events. 

Instead the four govern¬ 
ments will combine to set up 
their own way of determining 
the winners. 

‘ It might, said Hall, be a 
simple drawing of lucky 
numbers, or "to make it more 
exciting.” the governments 
might set up some system 
with "flashing lights or bounc¬ 
ing balls” or possibly some

MANILA (UPI) — Typhoon 
Ruth slashed across the rice 
growing region on the Philip¬ 
pine Island of Luzon Monday, 
the third such storm to hit the 
island within the past eight 
days. ? 

Initial reports said Ruth's 
rains and winds of up to 85 
miles per hour caused no ca¬ 
sualties and only minor dam¬ 
age. 

Earlier Monday, weather¬ 
men had predicted Ruth 
would come within 30 miles of 
Manila. The maximum storm 
warning was raised in this 
capital of ‘4.JV million and 
schools were closed at mid¬ 
day. , 

But Ruth veered nort hward 
and came/jnland about 100 
miles north of Manila, which 
received»only fringe winds 
and heavy rain.

Tacit agreements that civil servants in key func¬ 
tions do not use the strike weapon, even though legis¬ 
lation introduced Monday would give them that op¬ 
tion, will be sought when contract talks start, says . 
Provincial Secretary Ernie Hall. 

“Maybe the. suggestion will 
even come from them.” Hall 
told the Colonist, just hours 
after he introduced the second 
version of the Public Service 
Labor Relations Act in the ( 
house on Monday. 

The bill, which gives 38,000 
civil servants access to collec¬ 
tive bargaining for the first 
time and callows them to 
strike, was first introduced 
last spring, and then tabled to 
allow all parties concerned to 
suggest changes. 

The right to strike, especial¬ 
ly by public employees in es¬ 
sential services like hospitals, 
prisons and the ferry system. 

Is the main sore point with op¬ 
position MLAfc who feel the - 
government should draw a 
strict line on which sectors 
can and can't be hit.

Indians Storm 

Station 
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MONTREAL (CP) Heavi¬ 
ly armed |x>lice in riot gear 
patrolled the nearby Caughna- 
waga Indian reserve Monday 
night after tear gas was used 
to disperse 100 angry Indians 
who stormed a police station, 
overturning cars and slightly 
injuring two police officers. 

A house was burned in the 
melee, which erupted about 7 
p.m. after police tried to evict 
a group of Indians from a 
house that had been occupied 


by a non-Indian family on the 
reserve. 

Three police cars were 
overturned and five others 
were heavily damaged. 

Later, a crowd of about 200 
Indians watched as police 
towing equipment, escorted 
by heavily armed policemen, 
moved in to take away the 
damaged vehicles. 

Indians declined to speak 
with reporters. Police said the 
trouble broke out when they

.Egypt said its armor dug in along new lines in 
the Sinai peninsula Monday, and Cairo’s military 
chief predicted his army would recapture the entire 
125-mile-wide desert and mountain area taken by 
Israel ii^l967. 

q Reports from the Syrian 

front indicated that Israeli 
armor along the road to Da¬ 
mascus was still taking a 
poundihg from Soviet-made 
artillery. * The Israeli com¬ 
mand said it routed an Ir&qi 
tank column. 

The Israeli command said 
the Egyptians tried to renew 
an offensive Monday in the 
northern sector of the Sinai, 
but were thrown back by 
armor and planes. 

In the central -sector of the 
Sinai, Israel’s Brig.-Gen. Kal¬ 
man Magen told reporters 
Monday it was quiet there 
and that "for the first time, 
today we were certain” of 
Egyptian movements to the 
west, back towards the canal. 

The Tel Aviv command said 
Israeli planes bombed and 
strafed targets near Cairo and 
Damascus. 

Cairo communiques Said 
Egypt shot down nine Israeli 
planes v attacking Egyptian air 
bases and staged a dawn 
commando raid Monday in 
the desert behind Israel’s 
Sinai Ihies. 

Egypt/s commander-in-chief 
and war minister Lt- 
Gen. Ahmed Ismail, said 
Monday his forces would lib¬ 
erate all Egyptian territory 
occupied by the Israelis 
"whatever the cost.” 

The Sinai stretches from ihe 
Suez Canal to Israel, and 
about 225 miles from north to 
south. 

Israel has said the line of 
confrontation in the Sinai is 
two to three miles from the 
193-mile-long canal. Egypt 
said before Sunday’s offensive 
it had penetrated up to 10 
miles east of the canal. 

The Israeli push into Syria 
was reported slowed by heavy 
Syrian tank and artillery fire 
about 21 miles from Damas¬ 
cus, near the town of Sasa. A 
correspondent, said from the 
front that Syria’s cannons 
were blasting Israeli positions 
all along the some 19 miles of 
road leading from the 1967 
Golan Heights ceasefire lines. 

But the Israeli - command 
said later in Tel Aviv that 
Israeli tanks crashed through 
Iraqi armor on tho central 
Syrian front and advanced 
into more Arab-held territory. 

"Dozens of tanks were de¬ 
stroyed and the remnants of 
the enemy units scattered and 
retreated,” the communique

Spectacle Stuns Visitors

KWEIUN, China (CP) — A 
human torrent welcomed 
Prime Minister Trudpg y and 
his party in this ancient Chi¬ 
nese city Monday. 

The spectable stunned the 
visitors. This city in south¬ 
western China had been 
opened to foreigners only five 
months ago and the* an¬ 
nounced arrival of the Canadi¬ 
an leader may have been a 
matter of great local curiosi¬ 
ty. 

.But this time the population 
of 320,000 wh* urged by gov- 


'- - ^ 

ernment radio to provide a 
big turnout. And the people of 
Kweilin responded with enthu¬ 
siasm. 

XOtrnttess thousands lined 
the streets. The sidewalks, 
were packed. For hours they 
waited “ workers, house¬ 
wives, students and tiny tots. 
•Even the entourage of report¬ 
ers got the same enthusiastic 
reception as the prime min¬ 
ister and his wife. 

The Trudeaus, accompanied 
on this leg of their sightseeing 
journey by^Vice-Premier Li 
Hsicn-nien, flew Into Kweilin 


aboard a Soviet-built turbo-jet 
from Oiengchow, 650 miles 
noilli of this city, where they 
had spent the night. 

Chinese officials said the 
crowds began lining the 
paved streets about four 
hours before Trudeau’s arriv¬ 
al. Banners were strung 
across the roadway, hailing 
“The Distinguished Guests 
from Canada” and announc¬ 
ing that this was the day the 
foreign visitors would come. 

To sofe-armed reporters, 
returning the continuous 
waves and applause, It ap¬ 


peared that most of the city's 
population had swarmed out 
of the narrow side-streets, 
from doorways of (he low- 
roofed row houses and from 
dark open-front, stores that 
run along the main streets. 

The crowds also rimmed 
the banks of the River Li, 
which runs beside the city, 
holding the ancient junks and 
riverbarges which will carry 
the Canadian party on a long, 
icenic tour today.

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The Case for Controls 


P ROGRESSIVE CONSERVATIVE leader Robert 
^Stanfield perfectly properly bases his confi¬ 
dence that he will form the next government on the 
failure of the Trudeau administration to take any 
effective steps to control the galloping inflation or 
■•educe the deadweight of unemployment. 

But that is only part of the political balances 
weighing against thie Liberals under Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau. 

More important than the negative government 
attitude is the positive Conservative approach to 
the economic ills of the nation. •> 

The proposed incomes and living costs controls 
Mr. Stanfield advocates have a far greater appeal 
to the inflation-scarred electorate than Mr. Tru¬ 
deau’s shrugging acceptance of conditions which, 
so he argues, are the inevitable price of progress. 

Controls, of course, have bden tried elsewhere 
and not always with all that much success. But 
their effectiveness would be much more probable if 
they were governed by a formula arrived at by the 
honest exchange of information between manage¬ 
ment and labor, as Tory speakers have proposed. 

In simple, and very general terms, wages 
would be set after the potential of profit was es¬ 
timated in any given industry. 

And earnings would be governed in relation to 
investment, the responsibility to shareholders and 


to the essential work force, without neglecting the 
quality of production. 

What this implies is a radical change from the 
current system where organized labor tries to grab 
every possible advantage, even by the irresponsible 
use of the strike weapon, and management, by and 
large, keeps production costs at minimum in order 
to make fatter profits, and seizes every opportunity 
to advance the price of its product. 

The same rule applies generally to the profes¬ 
sions. 

The result has been the acceleration of the 
cost of living, with rising prices stimulating the 
demand for extra wages, and higher wages, in turn, 
requiring or excusing advances of consumer goods’ 
costs. be 

Certainly outside influences have a bearing on 
the domestic economy. That cannot be denied. But 
to a large extent a country like Canada capable of 
providing its own basic needs in food and goods of 
all description could brake the inflation by careful¬ 
ly contrived controls. And that is what Mr. Stan¬ 
field and his Conservative party propose. 

When the time comes the nation should have 
little difficulty in choosing between the policies of¬ 
fered by the political parties. It is a choice between 
sitting still and suffering, and standing up and 
doing something to put an end to the pain.

Weather or Not

•TpHE CAMERA MAY NOT LIE but it can’t be 
A telling the whole truth when it comes to weath¬ 
er forecasting. Look at what happened here this 
past weekend. The satellite photographs of masses 
of moisture-laden clouds had the weathermen shak¬ 
ing the rain out their hair for at least the next five 
days. It was the sorriest outlook for outdoor recre¬ 
ation you could imagine. No way was the sun going 
to shine -r- and not for a good long time. 

That was what the pictures from outer space 
were saying in no uncertain terms, and in an at¬ 
tempt to make the best of things, it was pointed out 
that at least there wouldn’t be a freeze-up with the 
cloud-cover that was coming. 

So it was a balmy, mostly sunny Sunday. Out 
of the black came the blue in what must be one of 
the biggest surprises of all times — to the people 
who study the satellite photography, anyway. 

The camera obviously didn’t tell all there was 
to know and something more is going to have to be 
employed if weather forecasting is to become more 
accurate. 

The weathermen know this better than any¬ 
one else, of course, even though some, at times, are 
so definite in their predictions that it would appear 
they have complete faith in present-day methods of 


forecasting and the material on which they base 
their reports, including satellite photography. 

‘ Much research is continuing in the develop¬ 
ment of improved techniques combining use or pic¬ 
tures and other data collected by satellites with 
ground-base radar and other electronic equipment. 

The United States was an early starter in this 
field, and probably leads the way in seeking ways 
to call the weather shots closer. But progress is 
reported from England, too, where at Bristol Uni¬ 
versity research teams are on similar tracks, and 
there is optimism that, by combining rainfall pat¬ 
tern calculations from satellite views of clouds with 
radar records of rainfall, the weatherman’s lot can 
be made a happier one. 

The British researchers also are working on 
the forecasting of actual amounts of rain to fall 
and have a complicated three-part experiment 
under way. It would be nice to know exactly what 
the clouds are going to deliver, but this sounds a lit¬ 
tle like learning to run before walking. More wel¬ 
come would be an honest-to-goodness breakthrough 
in the predicting of what the morrow will bring — 
to know for certain if, in fact, it is-going to rain the 
next day or two, or if, in fact, the most pleasant of 
October days are in store.

The Simple Life—at Hard Labor 


It is almost impossible 
these days to pick up a news¬ 
paper or -magazine without 
reading an article about some 
young couple announcing a re¬ 
turn to nature move. 

The two of them plan to hie 
away to the boondocks, find 
themselves an old farm house 
and then live off the land, far 
from the corrupting city life. 

* .-*• ★ 

As I read these things,- I 
often wonder if even one of 
these couples has any idea 
what sustaining life on a one- 
family farm really calls for? 

I do, and while I too often 
yearn for the simple life, if 
anybody told me I would have 
to eke out the rest of my life 
on a one-family farm I would 
do the only logical thing. 

I’d slit my throat. 

Don’t get me wrong. I am, 
not knocking the one-family 
farm.jjor the people who live 
like that. 

What I am knocking is the 
dreamy concept ngjost young 
people have about such a life. 
It may be simple and it may 
be pure. But it is a tough, 
tough way to stay alive. 

I remember as a boy know¬ 
ing a lot of people who operat¬ 
ed one-family farms. They 
were mostly good, but the 
never-ending, grinding labor, 
the sun-up-to-sun-down, seven- 
days-a-week, 52-weeks-a-year 
effort it took, left Its mark on 
many. 

These lived lives barren of 
those little pleasure* the ms-

jority of us take for granted. 
After a 15-hour day of physi¬ 
cal labor one did not want any 
pleasure except the pleasure 
of sleep. And if some did have 
the time and energy for other 
activities, they generally did 
not have the necessary 
money. 

As I recall it, even those 
one-family farm* which were 
looked upon as “prosperous’* 
did not leave much time or in¬ 
clination for outside interests. 

I know this because close to 
my grandmother’s house 
there was such a “prosper¬ 
ous” farmer. Perhaps he had 
acquired lahd that was a little 
better than most around, of 
perhaps,he was simply a bet¬ 
ter fanner. 

But regardless of the rea¬ 
son, his house was a little big¬ 
ger, it was a Mttle better fur* 
nished and on Sundays the 
family dressed a little nicer 
than others. 

But even so, as T re¬ 
member, this farmer and his 
wife had time for only one 
outside interest, aside from 
the mandatory Sunday visit to 
church. 

* ★ * 

On Saturday night I- would 
he invited to join the family in 
the parlor. 

Mrs. Byers would be there, 
busily sewing and mending 
because even when relaxing 
she had work to do. Mr. Byers 
would be puffing on his pipe 


and sipping the first glass of 
the two quarts of beer he al¬ 
lowed himself on a Saturday. 

The kids, with me included, 
would be sitting around gulp¬ 
ing down delicious, cool Jer¬ 
sey milk and munching on 
those lovefly Scotch shortcakes 
Mrs. Byers made so admira¬ 
bly. 

Then, when we were all set¬ 
tled, Mr. Byers would wind up 
the gramophone and play the 
first record. It never occured 
to me then, but now I wonder 
•how much that gramophone 
had cost in terms of work and 
scrimping. 

But in those days, no such 
mundane thoughts crossed my 
mind. I was too engrossed in 
the music. 

My favorite was “The 
Wreck of the Old ’97,* but my 
host and hostess — fortunate¬ 


ly, for the sanity of the other 
listeners — tended towards 
more classical stuff. 

In fact, years later an opera 
buff asked me if I have ever 
had a chance to hear the 
great Caruso sing. I said yes I 
had, many times. 

And I saw no reason to add 
that I had heard Caruso sing 
In the parlor of a farmhouse 
in New Annan, N.S. 


Bpt that was about the en¬ 
tire extent of the cultural lift 
of a "prosperous” one-family 
farm. Perhaps things are 
somewhat different today al¬ 
though even with better times 
I can’t see how the labor it 
takes to make such a farm vi¬ 
able can be much reduced. 

I also can’t see this kind of 
life having much lasting ap¬ 
peal to those starry-eyed 
young people who now talk 
about returning to the land.

Power 


The new labor legislation 
will give added power and 
growth to the labor unions in 
B.C. I have just returned 
from a five week stay in 
Great Britian and it was ap¬ 
palling to observe the great 
power of the second govern¬ 
ment in Britain, the non-elec- 
ed TUC. Prices are con¬ 
trolled. Profits are controlled, 
but. the unofficial government 
of Britain, the TUC, stubborn¬ 
ly refused (during my stay) 
to accept the elected govern¬ 
ment's wage increase policy, 
thus risking serious ecopomic 
damage to a Britain just en¬ 
tering into the stern dicipline 
of a realistic Common Mar¬ 
ket. 

Those who do not learn from 
history are condemned to re¬ 
peat the mistakes of past his¬ 
tory. It would be ironic if Mr. 
Barrett found his road to Uto¬ 
pia barred not by free enter¬ 
prise but by the Frankenstein 
monster he has nourished 
and strengthened. This is oc¬ 
curring in England now where 
the TUC is blocking the ef¬ 
forts of the elected govern¬ 
ment to control inflation. In 
Russia the government met 
the challenge by shooting the 
leaders and abolishing the 
unions.

Removal 
Of Rights 

It occurs to me that some 
people may not have noticed 
the highly significant and 
even ominous principles in¬ 
volved in the provincial gov¬ 
ernment’s recently introduced 
labor legislation. Firstly, and 
probably most important, is 
the removal of power from its 
traditional authority, the 
courts, and its vesting in what 
fis, in effect, a socialist institu¬ 
tion. Secondly, there will be 
no right of appeal from a de¬ 
cision of the Labor Relations 
Board. Thirdly, at a time in 
history when trade unions 
have become so enormously 
powerful that they can bring 
a government to its knees, 
this bill, despite union com¬ 
plaints about it, is considered 
by some to swing the balance 
of power even farther towards 
organized labor. Finally, al¬ 
though the bill does permit 
exemption from union mem¬ 
bership for some reasons, it 
still insists that the exempted 
pay union dues. 

What would people say if 
they were permitted to wor¬ 
ship in their own church but 
required to pay taxes to a 
state religion? Or if the pro¬ 
vincial government were to 
fftiblish its own socialist news¬ 
paper and make everybody 
subscribe to it, no matter 
whether they wanted to read 
it or not? The principle is the 
same. If this assumption of 
power on the one hand and 
the reduction in individual 
freedom on the other bothers 
you as it bothers me, take 
heart, for this government ob¬ 
viously has more “socialist 
choices’’ in store for us. 

Premier (I almost called 
him "Chairman”) Barrett re¬ 
cently announced that em¬ 
ployees in the government's 
growing (that word is signifi- 
cant) industrial holdings 
might be the first in North 
America to try out the idea of 
worker participation, or “in-, 
dustrial democracy.' as it is 
called. When Alex Macdonald 
spoke to the Canadian Manag¬ 
ing Editors’ Conference in 
Vancouver in May of this 
year, he said that the govern¬ 
ment was considering legislat¬ 
ing “industrial democracy,” 
which would mean workers’ 
involvement on an equal foot¬ 
ing (note that) with manage¬ 
ment in all decisions affecting 
the future of a company, as 
well as the company’s profits 
and losses. 

*In bther words, by act of 
the legislature, the company’s 
shareholders, who are the 
legal owners of the operation, 
would be instantly stripped of 
their right to the complete 
control of their own property. 

There are only two major 
patterns in which a modern 
society can organize its econ¬ 
omy. One is the Marxist pat¬ 
tern of state capitalism, tha 
other the democratic pattern 
of free enterprise. As.' state 
capitalism requires “national¬ 
ization" of all the means of 
mkss production and distribu¬ 
tion, a system of all-embrac¬ 
ing economic controls is re¬ 
quired. either to “natlpnal- 
ize,” or assume control over 
the economy by other means, 
In order to create and main¬ 
tain the conditions necessary 
for governmental planning 
and management of the econ¬ 
omy. These controls are in¬ 
compatible with political and 
individual freedom. 

There is perhaps some 
small consolation in the 
knowledge thdt time will ine- 
viaWy show this government, 
in its true colors. But vriwt 
will 4t have done to our prov¬ 
ince In the meantime?

For the Arabs, their fourth 
war with Israel in 25 yeatjs is 
essentially a political conflict, 
part of a wider strategy to 
regain what has been lost. 
For the Israelis it is a limited 
war of containment and attri¬ 
tion. 

President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt, in a huge gamble, fi¬ 
nally replaced words with ac¬ 
tion in an attempt to augment 
the other political strands 
his policy against Isarel’s oc¬ 
cupation of Arch land. 


The Arabs do not see this 
conflict as a crusade to crush 
Israel, as they did in 1967. It 
is clear they have no illusions 
about the might of Israel’s 
military forces. 

Israel also views the war 
differently. The Israeli 
foreign minister, Abba Eban, 
said that his country's aim is 
to push the Arabs back to the 
1967 cease-fire lines. Moshe 
Dayan, the minister of de- 
. fence, remarked with custom¬ 
ary candor: “We have no po¬

It is unlikely the Israelis 
want mqre territory.

Slavery. The very word car¬ 
ries an 18th-century ring of 
slave galleons and trading 
blocks. 

But 20th-century slavery 
still fetters millions •— as 
much as one per cent of the 
world’s population — in at 
least 40 countries. 

• The services of a child 
reportedly can be bought for 
about $37 for 10 years in 
many eastern lands from Le¬ 
banon to Indonesia. 

• Fifty school girls from 
Ghana were officially conced¬ 
ed earlier this year to have 
been sold to buyers in Leban¬ 
on. 

• Four 16-year-old Asian 
girls of Persian descent have 
endured three years of forced 
marriage to members of the 
revolutionary council on the 
East African island of Zan¬ 
zibar. 

★ ★ * 

Outlawed by the United Na¬ 
tions and every nation, slav¬ 
ery has been spared interna¬ 
tional policing since the Sec¬ 
ond World War — until last 
month. 

The little-known UN subcom- 
mission on Prevention of Dis¬ 
crimination and Protection of’ 
Minorities voted at Geneva to 
assemble the first piece of an¬ 
ti-slavery enforcement ma¬ 
chinery in UN history. 

But critics expect any re- ' 
suiting recommendations to 
he squashed at higher levels in 
the UN. » 

Among the skeptics is the 
London-based Anti - Slavery 
Society, the 135-year-old 
group which almost single- 
handedly has kept the anti¬ 
slavery movement alive. 

Society secretary J. R. P. 
Montgomery, who vividly re¬ 
members the debt bondage of 
camp boys during wartime 
service In Burma, comments: 

“They are saying, ‘Hero's

your machinery, now go 
away.’ ” 

The Anti-Slavery Society 
would have preferred a per¬ 
manent adviser — a man or 
woman of world stature to 
probe slavery full-time. But it 
pledges the new part-time 
panel its full support. 

Until now, slavery has been 
an international shuttlecock, 
bounced among several UN 
agencies. Despite 85 nations’ 
ratification of the 1956 UN 
convention abolishing slavery, 
apathy and diplomatic cour¬ 
tesy have squelched enforce¬ 
ment. 

★ * * 

Chattel slavery — an em¬ 
ployee “owned" by his em¬ 
ployer, as in the pre-civil war 
American South — is believed 
declining, its victims decreas¬ 
ing to tens of thoustmds. 

But four similar*' practices 
also banned by 'the UN con¬ 
vention are estimated by the 
Anti-Slavery Society to be 
flourishing: 

• DEBT BONDAGE. This 
form of indefinite personal 
service to repay a debt is 
rated as perhaps the most 
elusive but least obnoxious of 
the four. Reported to be wide¬ 
spread in India and Burma. 

• SERFDOM. Such 
“slavery to the land," by con¬ 
trast, often is practiced quite 
openly. Serfs cultivated opium 
poppies in Afgahanistan as re¬ 
cently as 1968, and were 
punished forjinderproduction 
by flogging, branding, mulil¬ 
lation or loss of a child. The 
government began reforms 
in some large South American 
estates. 

• EXPLOITATION OF 
CHILDREN. Sham adoption 
and other devices to exploit 
young people for labor are r e¬ 
ported in Latin America, the 
Middle East, West Africa, and 
Southeast Asia. ** 

• SERVILE FORMS OF 


MARRIAGE. Despite the the¬ 
oretical rights for wives under 
Muslim law, forced and 
"bought" marriages are said 
to persist in some 30 Islatnic 
and part-Islamic countries. 

The offending nations’ cover 
a global band astride- the 
equator — reaching through 
the Philippines; Southeast 
and Southern Asia; Asia 
Minorf the Persian Gulf and 

★ ^ ★ 

southern Arabia; North, Cen¬ 
tral, and "Wesl Africa { the 
Amazon and Andes regions of 
South America, and Central 
America. 

- Shrinking this band of slav¬ 
ery, says the Anti-Slavery So¬ 
ciety, requires four condi¬ 
tions: a legislative ban; an ef¬ 
ficient and uncorrupt police 
and judiciary; aroused public 
opinion, and a society able to 
absorb freed slaves.

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Egyptian and Syrian forces as 
they can and thus ensure 
themselves a few more years 
of de facto peace.

But if Egypt and Syria 
knew theycouid not regain the 
land they lost in 1967 (Sinai 
for Egypt and the Golan 
Heights for Syria) and also 
expected to sustain heavy 
losses in life and military 
equipment, why then did they 
choose to fight? 

There is no easy answer. 
“It’s Arab logic,” said the 
Israeli military analyst, Gen¬ 
eral Hal Herzog, the other 
day. But Arab frustration is a 
much more likely cause. 

Ever since the catastrophic 
defeat in 1967, Arab frustra¬ 
tion has been mounting, par¬ 
ticularly in the last three bar¬ 
ren years after Egypt and 
Jordan, with Syria’s tacit con¬ 
currence, accepted an Ameri¬ 
can-sponsored cease-fire 
along the frontiers which 
ended the late President 
Nasser’s costly “war of attri¬ 
tion’’ on the Suez Canal. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Arab leaders, especial¬ 
ly Sadat, feel they have made 
a genuine effort to compro¬ 
mise with the Israelis. Rightly 
or wrongly, they also feel the 
Israelis have been totally in¬ 
transigent. 

They tried every tactic they 
could think of. Quiet diplo¬ 
macy. noisy threats of war, 
Big Powe4 games — playing 
the Russians off against the 
Americans and rice versa — 
economic pressures and pa¬ 
tience. 

The main thrust of Arab 
strategy has been against the 
United States as the only 
country which has the power 
and influence to squeeze 
concessions out of Israel. 

* * 

Several factors have 
brought Sadat, the central fig¬ 
ure in the Arab camp, to the 
end of the road. 

Last year it became appar¬ 
ent that the Arabs’ own super¬ 
power ally, the Soviet Union, 
was not going to put its neck 
on the line for them in a mili¬ 
tary conflict. The Soviet tech¬ 
nicians were ejected from 
Egypt and, according to reli¬ 
able reports, partially re¬ 
moved from Syria just before 
the present fighting began. 

The American-Soviet de¬ 
tente this year merely con¬ 
firmed for the Arabs that 
Russia was not going to be- 
come involved in a hot war in 
the Middle East. 

★ ★ ★ 

Two other developments 
have been significant. First, 
continued, undiminished 
American military and eco¬ 
nomic aid for Israel. Second¬ 
ly, strong signs that the Israe¬ 
li hawks, led by General 
Dayan, were making headway 
with their policy of consoli¬ 
dating Israel’s hold on the oc¬ 
cupied Arab territories with 
ambitious plans for further 
Jewish settlement, land pur¬ 
chase and ecpnomic invest¬ 
ment. 

Time has not been on the 
Arabs’ side. The arteries in 
the occupied lands have har¬ 
dened, each day allowing the 
Israelis to strengthen their 
grip and accustom the inhabi¬ 
tants to the new order. „ 

★ ★ \* 

On their side, the Israelis 
have seen no good reason to 
give up the inestimable stra¬ 
tegic advantages they gained 
in 1967. Simultaneously, their 
military power has grown en¬ 
ormously while Arab guerrilla 
activity along the borders and 
within the occupied territories 
diminished. 

"If you Want peace prepare 
for war,’’ says the old Latin 
tag. “We must fight,’’ a 
prominent Egyptian editor 
wrote three weeks ago. We 
had heard it so many times 
before that, like the child’s 
cry of “wolf, wolf,” no one lis¬ 
tened. "But this time they 
me^nt it. 


Egypt's president, echoed 
by other Arab leaders, had 
often talked about a great 
sacrifice for the lost lands. 
Apparently, they meant that 
too. Sadat, Syria’s Hafiz 
Assad, Saudi Arabia's King 
Faisal and the others have* a 
coherent, non-violent strategy 
— the oil weapon — against 
America and Israel. 

However, they seemed to 
have felt that oil alone was 
not enough, that the Ameri¬ 
cans had to be scorched by 
the breath of the furnace to 
jolt them (into action in the 
Middle East. 

It may also be significant 
that Henry Kissinger is re¬ 
garded here as the kind of 
man who, believing in dynam¬ 
ic diplomacy, will seize the 
opportunity of bringing some¬ 
thing positive out of the 
wreckage. 


An influential Arab editor in 
Beirut commented that wdr is 
the only way open to the 
Arabs for making themselves 
understood in the world. 

But whatever happens they 
seem to have calculated that 
some honor will be salvaged, 
the super powers alerted to 
the continual dangers of an 
unsolved Middle East crisis 
and, very important, a blbody 
reminder to the Israelis that 
they cannot have peace and 
land which does not belong to 
them.

Neither Is there a reason 
why the Egyptians should 
think they should again cofi- 
trol all of the Sinai Peninsula 
across the Suez Canal and the 
Gulf of Suez. 

But, that makes no dif¬ 
ference — it is land lost to the 
hated Jews and they will fight 
to take it back, without re¬ 
gard to the consequences.

The Jordanians, who also 
lost the West Bank of the bib¬ 
lical River Jordan to the 
Israelis in 1967, don’t make 
that big a fuss, but they do 
think of it being Arab territo¬ 
ry and, as Arabs, they don’t 
mind an occasional foray in a 
lost cause. 

The attitude of the Israelis 
is different. They long were 
without a country, even 
though they were a dominant 
force in the Middle East cen¬ 
turies ago. 


They lived through an im¬ 
possible British mandate sit¬ 
uation until the United Na¬ 
tions made its historic move, 
and they are not about to 
budge an inch. 


Up to now, although feeling 
is changing a bit* they have 
had the full suppo r t of the 
United States in not only 
keeping what the United Na¬ 
tions gave thenr but also in 
keeping what they won in the 
1967 war. 

However, in the press of 
less support from America, 
Tel Aviv and Jerusalem, both 
Israeli capitals Jn a sense, 
have become more militant, 
more aggressive and more ar¬ 
rogant. 

★ ★ ★ 

Much' of this attitude de¬ 
velops from the massacre of 
Israeli athletes at the 1972 
Munich Olympics. Some of it 
comes from hijacking of 
Israeli airliners. 

Much of it, however, comes 
from frustration developed 
from fruitless efforts to nego¬ 
tiate differences with the 
equally frustrated but more 
stubborn Arabs. 

Thus, the current conflict is 


merely an extension in death¬ 
delivering weapons of the 
figurations that beset both 
sides. 

Like the two sides in North¬ 
ern Ireland, niether will give 
In permanently. Neither will 
give in at the conference 
table. Hate dominates any po¬ 
litical decisions or judgments. 

Regardless of the outcome 
of this latest violent manifes¬ 
tation of frustratibn, the fu¬ 
ture is grim.

VANCOUVER (CP) — All 
B.C. Railway operations came 
to a halt Monday when 
members ot Its four shopcraft 
unions walked off the Job 
after contract negotiations 
broke down. 

The 400“employees set up 
picket lines at BCR terminals 
in North Vancouver, Squa- 
'mish, Quesnel and Prince 
George at midnight Sunday 
alter emergency bargaining 
came to a halt. 

Norm Farley, chief spokes¬ 
man for the shopcraft em¬ 
ployees, said wages and 
terms of . the contract were 
the main issues in dispute, al¬ 
though a substantial increase 
on the base rate had been of¬ 
fered. 

"The length of the contract 
management is demanding 
would make it impossible to 
keep abreast of the spiralling 
cost of living," he said. 

Farley said the unions want 
a shorter contract and needed 
a wage catchup because their 
previous contract expired 
nine months ago. 

A spokesman for the go¬ 
vernment-owned railway said 
talks broke down because the 
unions refused to consider 
changing work rules while ne¬ 
gotiating the job rates. 

In the Legislature, Premier 
Barrett said- that associate 
deputy labor minister James 
Klnnaird had been dispatched 
to Vancouver to try to settle 
the strike. 

Replying to a question from 
James Chabot (SC—Columbia 
River), the premier said Kln¬ 
naird, a former president of 
the Building Trades Council, 
would attempt to bring the 
two parties together. 

Barrett note* that about 950 
other workers from various 
unions had accepted govern¬ 
ment offers from the BCR, 
and it was now Only 380 
members of the shopcraft 
unions that were holding out. 

Chabot said the strike and 
picket lines were disrupting 
service, as had happened in 
September with other unions, 
and urged the premier to 
make every effort to get the 
two sides talking agaift. 

The four unions involved in 
the dispute-, are. the carmen, 
machinists, pipefitters , and 
electricians. — 

The base rata for jour¬ 
neymen is 54.85 an hour with 
a 30-cent hourly trade dif¬ 
ferential. 

The railway’s offer would 
raise the rate to $6.01 an hour 
over 31 months.

be sentenced to more than 
five years in prison unless he 
is proven to be dangerous, a 
murderer, a presistent felon 
or a professional criminal. 

A 636-page report by the 
National Advisory Commis¬ 
sion on Criminal Justice, re¬ 
leased Sunday, also recom¬ 
mended coed prisons, sepa¬ 
rate cells for each prisoner, 
an end to guard uniforms and 
weapons where possible, and 
better pay for both guards 
and working prisoners. 

The report, financed by the 
justice department's Law En¬ 
forcement Assistance Ad¬ 
ministration, urged the “least 
drastic sentencing alternative 
consistent with public safe¬ 
ty,” which it said would be no 
more than five years for most 
crimes. 

It recommended a standard 
sentence of 25 years when a 
court finds this is “required 
for protection of the public 
and that the defendant is a 
persistent felony offender, a 
professional criminal or a 
dangerous offender. 


CHELSEA. Mas*. fUPI) - 
Governor Francis ..Sargent 
asked President Nixon Mon¬ 
day to declare Chelsea a di¬ 
saster area following a fire 
which fanned across 30 blocks 
anl destroyed an estimated 
one fourth of this historic port 
city. 

The fire, whipped by high 
winds gu sting to near 50 miles 
per hour Sunday, caused dam¬ 
age which may reach $500 
million, according to Alderman 
Charles Delerlo. Fire officials 
said Monday the tire was 
“pretty much controlled.” 

Sunday’s blaze followed re¬ 
peated warnings that Chelsea, 
with its papulation of 32,000, 
had "the highest potential for 
conflagration of any city in 
the United States.” That 
statement was Issued last 
February by die National. 
Board of Fire Underwriters. 

The city was considered a 
virtual tinder box with its 
many old frame warehouses, 
rows of multistorey wooden 
tenements, storage areas for 
138 million gallons of flamma¬ 
ble fluids above ground and 
outdated fire and water facili¬ 
ties. 

In Washington, Senator Ed¬ 
ward Brooke said he had 
talked with Melvin Laird, the 
president’s counsellor f*o r 
domestic affairs, and had 
been assured by Niton that he 
would “expedite the declara¬ 
tion.” 

There were no deaths and 
no serious injuries to citizens. 
However, an estimated 50 
firemen were treated for 
various injuries during the 
course of the battle. 

Hundreds of firemen, most 
with little or no sleep, re¬ 
mained at the scene Monday 
to extinguish flames and hose 
down embers. A spokesman 
for Fire Chief Herbert Father- 
gill said it would take days of 
constant watching before the 
fire could be declared out. 

The immediate concern of 
officials was housing for the 
estimated 1,000 persons who 
lost their homes. Many of 
those were without insurance 
because the sections in which 
they lived were considered too 
congested by insurance firms.

Disaster headquarters were 
set up by the Rad Cross at the 
National Guard armory. 
Shelter far the homeless was 
offered there and at several 
other locations Sunday night.

The 
boycott does not include prod¬ 
ucts made at other breweries 
operated by Ginter where 
union members are employed. 

Bill Patterson, executive 


secretary of the Labor Coun¬ 
cil, said the products will not 
be removed from the urifair 
list. Ginter goes ahead with 
his plan to close the opera¬ 
tion, it will be a “Complete 
disgrace.” 

The Labor Council says 
Ginter, who made the threat 
to close tiie plant in a tele¬ 
phone interview from Van¬ 
couver, is ignoring a board of 
industrial relations ruling to 
reinstate unionized workers 
who were laid off. The board 
ruled in May against the 
brewery on 35 counts of unfair 
labor practices.

Canadian interest rates 
htfve been on the increase 
since early this year. During 
(V .that time, there have been re¬ 
peated predictions that rates 
would peak late in the year 
and turn downward before the 
end of December. 

There now is some dispute 
whether that peak has been 
reached. There appears to be 
a possibility, but by no means 
a certajjpty, that it has hap¬ 
pened. 

If a in fact, rates * have 
reached their high point, the 
guess is that they will remain 
there for a time and then 
start a moderate softening by 
the end of the year 

But there are even qualifi¬ 


cations to tjfis prediction. 
And some experts, disagree 
flatly that the peak has been 
attained. 

The climb in rates has been 
a steady one this year. 

The bank rate, a good in¬ 
dicator of general interest 
trends, went to 5.26 per cent in 
April, after remaining at 4.75 
per cent since October, 1971. 
After four more increases, it 
now stands at 7.25 per cent, 
its highest since mid-1970. 

The bank rate is the inter- 
!> est the Banl$. of Canada, the 
instrument the government 
uses to signal economic policy 
and trends, charges the char¬ 
tered banks on infrequent 
loans. The prime rate is an¬ 
other guide, representing the 
interest the chartered banks 


charge their best and most 
credit-worthy customers. 

The prime rate, at 6 per 
cent since November, 1971, 
went to 6.50 per cent in April 
when the bank rate changed 
and now, after five more in¬ 
creases, is at 9 per cent. 

Opinion on the immediate 
future of rates is about evenly 
divided. Recent observations 
include these: 

George C. MacDonald, pres¬ 
ident of the Toronto-based 
brokerage firm of McLeod, 
Young, Weir and Co. Ltd., 
says rates for sotne types of 
loans should drop up to 1.25 
percentage points from cur¬ 
rent levels and prime mort¬ 
gage rates should drop about 
one percentage point by the 
end of next year. 


Bache and Co. Canada Ltd. 
says it believes a peak in 
short-term rates has been 
achieved “and there could be 
a further tendency in these 
rates to decline in the coming 
three months.” 

Kenneth White of Montreal, 
president and chief executive 
officer of Royal Trust Co., 
says mortgage rates are now 
“in the dying gasp of their 
rise.” He says there as little 
likelihood they will go much 
higher “but it could happen 
under certain market condi¬ 
tions.” 

The Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce says the 
future level of rates is dif¬ 
ficult to predict “but the 
eventual outcome . .. must be 
a levelling off, followed by a 


decline in shortterm rates.” 

On the other side of the 
question, Moss, Lawson and 
Co. Ltd. says that to expect a 
“significant decline” in inter¬ 
est rates in the short term is 
not compatible with an envi¬ 
ronment of sustained expan¬ 
sion. 

E. Wayne Clendenning, eco¬ 
nomic adviser to Richardson 
Securities of Canada, sees lit¬ 
tle evidence of sharply lower 
rates in the U.S., which in 
turn affect Canadian rates. 

“TTiere may be a correction 
. . . but rates are likely to 
remain at a historically high 
level for at least the next few 
months.” 

Albert Sommers, senior 
vice-president and economist 
with the Conference Board in 


New York, says'the decline in 
short-term and long-term 
rates in the early fall “was 
excessive, anticipatory and % 
technical.”

Copper, always important 
in calculating the B.C. miner¬ 
al dollar, has assumed gigan¬ 
tic proportions this year. The 
province’s mines are not only 
shipping out more of it but are 
getting higher than ever 
prices. 

The provincial department 
of industrial development, 
trade and commerce, has just 
published six-months figures 
for the mineral industry in 
the department’s monthly bul¬ 
letin. 

Unfortunately, the figures 
and accompanying graphs 
only cover the situation to the 
end of June. From what is 
available however, it can be

safely assumed that ship¬ 
ments of copper concentrates 
have already surpassed the 
entire 1972 total of 460 million 
pounds. This year’s total was 
about 350 million by the end 
of June. 

The price story is even 
more startling. Producer 
prices in Canada have recent¬ 
ly climbed to 74 cents a pound 
from 67 which makes copper 
mining in this country quite a 
bit more attractive than • in 
the U.S. where the price has 
been frozen at 60 cents. 

Then things get really inter¬ 
esting when you glance at the 
London Metal Exchange 
numbers. Wire bars 
(processed copper) have risen 
to the equivalent 97 cents 
per pound in London on a spot 


price basis, more than twice 
the value of a year ago at this 

time. 

There is not much inventory 
in London and the political 
trouble in copper-rich Chile 
has created a doubtful situa¬ 
tion in the third-largest cop¬ 
per producer in the world. 

The Mid East war is an¬ 
other factor that creates buy¬ 
ing pressure. 

Five mines account for 65 
per cent of the total B.C. pro¬ 
duction. They are in order of 
importance: Gibraltar, Lor- 
nex, Utah, Bethlehem and 
Granduc. All are major ship¬ 
pers to Japan. 

Zinc and molybdenum are 
also on the increase and coal 
is the major improver among 
fuels.

Greenhouse operator Ed 
Luni said Monday he will run 
for mayor of Saanich. 

Lum, 45, a former aider- 
man, and veteran Aid. Frank 
Waring who resigned his sec¬ 
ond year of aldermanic office, 
are the only two declared 
mayoralty candidates in 
Saanich for the Nov. 17 elec¬ 
tions. 

Announcing his decision to 
enter the race minutes after 
confirming he had found 
someone to manage his busi¬ 
ness, Lum said he would 
make a detailed statement 
later. 

"So many of my friends 
have been after me to run," 
was his only comment. 

It is the second time Lum, 
of 1S86 Felthan has contest¬ 
ed the municipal leadership. 


Second ^Leadership Try 


He lost the reeveship to Hugh 
Curtis by 127 votos in Oc¬ 
tober, 1964 after a controver¬ 
sial recount. 

Two months later, he was 
elected alderman and served 
on council for eight years be¬ 
fore stepping down at the end 
of last year. 

In his goodbye speech to 
council Dec. 18, 1972 he hinted 
he had not left the municipal 
scene for good. "In a way I

the Ocean Cement site. 

Mayor Peter Pollen said he 
wasn’t very impressed with 
that warning, especially since 
he didn’t like certain aspects 
of the mall plans anyway be¬ 
cause they reminded him of 
"a tank trap in the event of a 
Russian invasion."

Esquimalt Approves 
Its First Highrise 


Esquimalt council unani : 
mously adapted a bylaw Mon¬ 
day night authorizing the 
signing of a land-use contract 
for the construction of the 
municipality's first highrise. 

Adoption came following a 
public hearing at which a 
number of objections were 
raised 'by some ratepayers to 
the Concord Credit Ltd. proj- 
ect. 

Aid. George McCreadie said 
In an interview later that the 
objections raised had already 
been discussed in committee 


and disposed of to council’s 
satisfaction. 

The protests centered 
around traffic congestion the 
$1.4 million project might 
create and fire protection 
problems. 

The highrise will be an 
86-foot wide. 12-storey square 
tower more than 120 feet high. 

It will be built in the Esqui¬ 
malt Road area between Ad¬ 
mirals and Constance on a 
five-lot site and will have 99 
parking spaces for residents 
and 48 other parking spaces.

• It proposes a semi-mall on 
Government between Hum¬ 
boldt and Pandora. 

The plan is to double the 
width of the sidewalks on both 
sides of Governent by reduc¬ 
ing traffic lanes from four to 
two.

He said he hoped the semi¬ 
nar would "look at hospital 
mergers not from exclusively 
the point of view of the indi¬ 
vidual hospitals involved in 
the process, but whether or 
not such mechanism is a 
means to an end . a way to 
achieve objectives." 

If this "outside-in" ap¬ 
proach was adopted, then Vic¬ 
toria would have three op¬ 
tions : 

• Stall a new hospital 
complex from scratch and 
scrap both Jubilee and Vic¬ 
toria General. 

• Use one hospital and 
scrap the other. 

• Use die best parts of 
both’ hospitals and associated 
facilities. 

Foulkes told the seminar — 
attended by doctors, adminis¬ 
trators, government officials 
and Capital Regional Board 
members — that he assumed 
these alternatives have been 
studied and "the third course 
of action had been selected, 
otherwise. why speak of 
mergers?"'*- 

He then pointed to a possi¬ 
ble blueprint for merging hos¬ 
pitals in Vancouver under the 
University Teaching Hospital 
Authority and told seminar 
delegates the "identical prin¬ 
ciples apply to Victoria." 

If we are not going to take 
this approach, why bother," 
asked Foulkes, "If we are. 
then, in my opinion, merger is 
the only way to go. the ques¬ 
tion then is how to do it, and, 
once done, how does it work? 

Each hospital in the Capital 
Region now has its own board 
of directors and its own medi¬ 
cal staff although most doc¬ 
tors have reciprocal privi¬ 
leges. 

The advisory committee of 
the regional hospital board 
has organized the two-day 
seminar to give the merger 
issue a thorough airing. 

Foulkes. whose year-old re¬ 
view is expected to be com¬ 
pleted within two weeks ready 
for government study, urged 
the seminar to start "by try¬ 
ing to define the objectives."

dial prolonged dwelling on 
such an "outpouring of 
bounty" can cause economic 
danger. 

"The process of shopping 
creates what is called in the 
trade, supermarket hypnosis, 
an actual physical phenome¬ 
non that sets in after 20 to 30 
minutes of marketing." Re¬ 
flexes slow down,- derisions^, 
come harder, the author said, 
adding, "if we compare our¬ 
selves to a computer as we go 
tlmxtgh tlie shopping process, 
there comes a point of just too 
many Inputs, and the com¬ 
puter overloads. When this 
hypnotic state overwhelms us, 
we aj’e at our most suscepti¬ 
ble to buying-temptation: su¬ 
permarket spokesman have 
said that 'every minute over 
30 is worth 50 cents.’ " 

Cookies and Drugs 

One strategy within the su¬ 
permarket is to "cause the 
traffic to flow past the high- 
profit items." said Oliver Nie- 
house, an executive in a busi¬ 
ness consulting firm and a 
teacher of marketing. To Nie- 
housc that strategy is "just 
good merchandising.” Leav¬ 
ing basics "feide. cookies, 
drugs, housewares and paper 
goods are among the relative¬ 
ly high mark-up items ip a 
supermarket. 

Supermarketing strategy 
goes beyond mere over-all 
store layout, however. Even 
within a department., the 
strategy of traffic flow is at 
work. When eggs are placed 
at one end of a dairy counter 
and milk at the other en^l. 
consumers are prompted to 
shop the whole aisle, increas¬ 


ing the chance of extra pur¬ 
chases. 

A ba s ic floor pfam bf a su¬ 
permarket draws shoppers to 
the back of the store to that 
key commodity, meat. Pro¬ 
duce generally is considered 
more of an impulse item, and 
so* you might be confronted 
with a produce display as you 
enter the store. As Mrs. Omo- 
hundro put it, '-you can afford 
to indulge yourself in a canta¬ 
loupe if you haven’t seen the 
price of meat." The dairy sec¬ 
tion, with milk, is another top 
drawer and so might line a 
side of the store. 

Aisle-End Displays 

But what to do about the 
mass of other products? Mar¬ 
keting strategy dictates that 
the high markup goods and 
features he pulled out from 
them and then placed in a 
location such as the end-aisle 


displays in the front of^tlie 
store or near the heavy- 
demand counters. In the'Long 
Island store there was a simi¬ 
larity among the end-aisle dis¬ 
plays — most of them were 
impulse items like pantyhose, 
bakery products, snacks and 
pet accessories. 

The display of a "cookie 
house" in the front of the 
l>ong Island store, near a dis¬ 
play of Heinz catsup with a 
price sign of four 14-ounce 
bottles for $1, is another ex¬ 
ample of strategic placing of 
goods. Although the sign did 
not say it, newspaper adver¬ 
tisements and flyers in the 
store were alerting shoppers 
to the catsup sale. The cat- 
sup. according to^ a store 
spokesman, was a loss leader. 
The cookies were * profitable. 
Placed next to each other, tlie 
sales attraction |>ossibly could 
be offset by the regularly 
"price as marked" cookies. 


Since neither the. catsup nor 
the cookies was marked as a 
sale, shoppers could play the 
guessing game which is 
and which isn't? A g.»od price, 
that is. But store manager 
Thomas Reilly, who started 
as a porter for the chain 14 
years ago. said, "tnost regu¬ 
lar shoj>pars know the prices. 
People are not stupid any 
more " 

When the subject of their 
merchandising me ihods 
comes up. supermarket repre¬ 
sentatives quickly become 
sensitive. They are not out to 
deceive anybody, just to 
bolster sales in an industry 
that generally takes less than 
a cent of every sales dollar in 
net income after taxes, they 
said. Certainly, consumers 
are not about to complain 
about money-saving sales, one 
means of competitive mer¬ 
chandising.

-Mel Willson. Mirene's Big 
Sister, has a twin sister who 
is also engrossed in the orga¬ 
nization’s work. * 

But for Mirene that's nei¬ 
ther here nor there. 

Mel, a switchboard-recep¬ 
tionist, has become "my best 
friend.!* says Mirene. And if 
their weekly sessions are any 
1 indication no truer • words 
were spoken. 

Until five months ago Mel. 
an attractive divorcee, had 
never head of Mirene. 


Yet today the 25-year-old 
woman looks on the young 
schoolgirl as her companion 
and friend. "We are a perfect 
match," says Mel. 

"I enjoy Mirene. We both 
love the sea. Sometimes we 
take long drives, other times 
we sew, and during the sum¬ 
mer we went on picnics and 
baseball games ” 

What was it that brought 
these two people together? 

It was the absence of a 
mother in Mirene’s home and 
n careful screening process 
that matched them together. 

•‘I made up' my mind when 
Mirene became my Little 
Sister that il was more impor¬ 
tant to he her friend — not to 


try to he her mother." Mel 
explained. 

Since June. Mel’s influence 
on the grade four child has 
shown through not only in a 
much tidier appearance but a 
greater maturity and sense of 
responsibility than in other 
girls her age. 

Mirene, a bubbly, bright 
child, has an older sister and 
brother. Mel and her twin 
sister Geri Lewis, also a Big 
Sister, are the youngest of 
seven children. They know the 
advantages of being part of a 
big, clofely-knit family. 

Geri. a legal secretary who 
was involved in volunteer 
work in Whitehorse before 
moving to Victoria in the 
summer, has a 13-year-old lit¬ 


tle sister who failed to re¬ 
spond when they were first 
matched. 

"It was a battle all the time 
because my little sister had 
emotional problems and need¬ 
ed professional help, Geri 
said. 

However Geri’s efforts ap¬ 
pear to have touched the 
young girl. "She’s warmed up 
considerably," she said. A so¬ 
cial worker also works with 
her. 

Both Geri and Mel find 
their Big Sister roles reward¬ 
ing but add it is unfortunate 
there are many more 
youngsters like Mirene for 
whom there are no Big Sisters 
at .present. 


Big Sisters Help Girls 
In Motherless Homes 


It’s not everyone who gets a chance to 
have a little sister through matching of per¬ 
sonalities. 

Bnt to young girls growing up without a 
mother in the home there is a matchmaker 
service called the Big Sister Organization of 
Victoria. 

The organization is exactly what the name 
implies — a group of volunteer women who 
bring a mature, intelligent woman into a 
supervised, personal, but above all, individu¬ 
al relationship with a growing motherless 
girl who might otherwise lose her way in life. 

Big Sisters see Little Sisters not as prob¬ 
lem children but as girls with an incomplete 
home and family, experience, lacking a 
mother as a companion and a source of 
female strength and encouragement. 

Would-be Big Sisters must be over 21, can 
be single or, if married, must have support 
from their husbands to take over a little 
sister. 

Little Sisters should be between eight and 
18 years. A Big Sister agrees to take out her 
young friend a miniipum of three hour? a 


week hut Betsy McKay, president, said this 
ruling is flexible. 

"As Big Sister* we try not to alter the 
mother’s position in the girl’s life if she still 
has any influence," Mrs. McKay said. 

The important contribution of Rig Sisters 
is the concept of an active personal friend¬ 
ship between a responsible female and a 
troubled girl who has no adequate feminine 
figure with whom to identify, she said. 

Efforts are made to match the child's in¬ 
terest with those of tier Big Sister. At present 
there are 12 Big Sisters each with a Little 
Sister and another 15 who belong to the orga¬ 
nization. 

"We want more Big and Little Sisters," 
Mrs. McKay said this week. Those interested 
can call 3834343 for further information. 

Big Sisters was founded in. Victoria by 
Norma Fitzsimmons in the spring of 1971 and 
since then children from all walks of life 
have been matched. The, First Big Sister was 
Enid FdUlk9fi, a grandmother who is a friend 
to a nine-year-old. "Age has nothing to do 
with friendship," she said.

Relations between Victoria 
Mayor Peter Pollen and a 
segment of the city’s business 
community suffered another 
setback Monday. 

At a meeting of the Central 
Business Advisory Commit¬ 
tee, city council wider Pol¬ 
len's leadership was accused 
of "ramming things down the 
community’s throat" in a dic¬ 
tatorial-fashion without listen¬ 
ing to any advice from the 
business community. 

In a separate interview, the 
mayor’s immediate response 
was: "You can tell them 
we’re all ears, but they’re not 
the ears of a jackass.” 

Leading the attack on city 
council in general ^and Pollen 
in particular was Tom Denny, 
president of a downtown fur¬ 
niture store. 

Denny told the business ad¬ 
visory committee council in¬ 
vites businessmen to advise 
the city on imj>ortant zoning 
matters and other issues, but 
doesn’t act on any recommen¬ 
dations. 

"They have made up their 
minds before we’re even 
asked. They are ramming 
things down the community's 
throat," he said. 

‘‘This is dictatorship,” 
Denny said, adding that the 


role of the committee was 
"absolutely useless — a waste 
of time." 

He cited last week’s rezon¬ 
ing of parts of James Bay 
from multiple-dwelling to du¬ 
plex-use as a case in point. 

Dozens of j>eople expressed 
their opposition to the rezon¬ 
ing at the public hearing with¬ 
out the slighest effect on city 
council's decision, Denny 
said. 

"This committee has pre¬ 
pared briefs, made recom¬ 
mendations to council and 
nothing happens. All the 
mayor says is if anyone is dis¬ 
satisfied with the way the 
community is *Tfim he should 
run for office," Denny said. 

"And then we get state¬ 
ments thrown at us that the 
mayor won't be pressured by 
the business community. We 
aren’t irresponsible citizens," 
he added. 

Denny’s remarks were 
echoed by other committee 
members in a milder manner. 

Pollen, who didn’t attend 
the meeting, said Denny’s 
statements were typical of the 
"response of so many small, 
but highly vocal pressure 
groups." 

In the democratic process, 
Pollen said, "people get elect-

I imagine the hyacinth must 
be just about the moat ancient 
of all our bulb flowers, with 
the possible exoeption of the 
Madonna lily — its origins are 
lost in antiquity. 

Homer mentions the hair of 
l lysses as "tight curling as a 
hyacinth flower curls tight," 
while the disciplined Spartons 
kicked up their heels and let 
off steam during the annual 
Festival of Hyacinihia, honor¬ 
ing this lovely and sweetly 
fragrant flower. 

While everybody loves hya¬ 
cinths, there seems to be a 
general feeling that the bulbs 
are too expensive for planting 
in masses outdoors, as you 
would with daffs or tulips. 
This impression is l*>rne out 
by fir§.t glances at the price 
tags. . 

The clear blue Ostara, for 
Instance, will set you hack 40c 
per bulb, the double white 
Madame Sophie 50c, the new 
multiflora kinds 95c each, and 
the enormous Mme. Hauben- 
sak is priced at a whopping $1 
per bulb! 

The thing to remember, 
though, is that these prices 
are for top size bulbs of exhi¬ 
bition qualify, grand for in¬ 
door culture in. |>ots and 
bowls, hut such superb speci¬ 
mens are quite unnecessary

•outdoors. It is the over-all ef¬ 
fect that counts here rather 
than the excellence of the in¬ 
dividual ('lower. 

Good named varieties can 
be purchased in the No. 2 size 
for about jfi per dozen, or if 
you buy an unnamed mixture, 
they can be had for as little as 
$15 per hundred* And when 
you consider how much mile¬ 
age you get out of a hyacinth 
bulb, these prices make their 
massed outdoor use quite a 
practicable proposition. 

It is true that the bulbs and 
the flower . spike will be 
smaller than in the expensive 
top grades, but in a massed 
planting you are concerned 
With the general appearance 
of the whole bed a$ viewed by 
paRsers-by rather than the 
perfection of the individual 
flowers. 

hyacinths like rich soil. You 
can forget all that nonsense 
about never using manure in 
a bulb bed. for it really does 
pay to dig in plenty of old rol¬ 
led stuff the spent manure 
from old mushroom or hot¬ 


house cucumber beds Js ideal. 

Chemical fertilizers dort^ 
seem to work too well with 
these bulbs, although a little 
superphosphate scratched into 
the soil before planting DOFS 
make for a more vigorous 
rooting system; say, about 
one cupful per square yard. 

Stifle the temptation to 
plant hyacinths with a foot- 
rule in precise geometric pat¬ 
terns; treat them as nature’s 
plants rather than as soldiers 
to be lined up, for parade. 

A good plan is to group 
them here and there in -the 
garden, with anywhere from 5 
to 12 bulbs in each grouping, 
ideally all of one color in each 
group. Average spacing is 
about seven inches each way 
between bulbs, but don’t he 
too strict about this; a little 
variation is pleasing to the 
eye in irregularly shaped 
groupings of bloom.

the middle rrf November Isn’t 
too late. 

There is no particular trick 
.in the jilanting - just tak$ 
a hole about six inches deep 
and drop in a bulb. There is 
some small advantage in add¬ 
ing a little i>eat moss dam¬ 
pened with Alginure to the 
bottom of v the hole for the bulb 
to -sit on, but this is by no 
means essential. 

In the spring, after the flow¬ 
ers finish, the plants need a 
further 60 days of growth in 
plump up the bulbs for next 
year’s (lowers. This can be a 
bit of a nuisance, for we will 
be wanting to clear the bed 
and plant it up with petunias 
or snapdragons for summer 
color. 

The trick here is to^dig up 
the plants carefully, taking a,, 
good ball of soil around the 
roots, and transplant them in 
full growth to a row in the 
vegetable plot where they can 
complete their —life cycle. 
Water them in with Trans- 
plantone, Vitamin B-l, or AI- 
ginure; these are specifics 
against transplanting shock. 

After the leaves have died 
down and lost all their green 
coloring, the bulbs are taken 
up, dried off, and stored in a 
cool corner of Ihe basement 
until planting time next fall.

Leaders Seek 
Cod War End 

LONDON (UPI) - Prime 
Minister Eldward Heath and 
Icelandic Prime Minister Ola- 
fur Johannesson agreed Mon¬ 
day to seek an interim agree¬ 
ment in the so-called cod war 
between their two countries, a 
foreign office spokesman said. 


"Maybe the suggestion will 
even come from them."

The right to strike, especial¬ 
ly by public employees in es¬ 
sential services like hospitals, 
prisons and tjje ferry system, 
is the main sore point with op¬ 
position MLAs who feel the 
government should draw a 
strict line on w'hich sectors 
can and can’t be hit. 

Hall agreed that the recent' 
five-day strike by ferry 
workers had been a serious 
thing "but that's not our hting- 
up."

Two Youths Die, 
Cup Injures Boy

It was a weekend to forget 
on Vancouver Island, as two 
Port Alberni youths were 
killed in the Nanaimo area; 
another unusual blasting-cap 
accident was recorded in the 
same locale; a Cassidy driver 
was taken to hospital after a 
spectacular Duncan crash, 
and a Lake Oowichan building 
was razed after being hit by 
fire for the second time this 
year. 

In another development, 
Campbell River RCMP iden¬ 
tified a man killed in an earli¬ 
er crash, and in the only piece 
of good news. Port Alberni 
RCMP tracked down a lost 
hunter. 

In Nanaimo, two persons 
are dead and another in Nan¬ 
aimo hospital with injuries as 
a result of a single-car ac¬ 
cident near there. 

Police said a car driven by 
James Matthew Brown, 17, oT 
Port Alberni, went out of con¬ 
trol on the Island Highway 
Sunday at the Nanoose over¬ 
head bridge, crossed the high¬ 
way, skidded over a cliJJ and 
dropped between 30 and 50 
feet to the ground below. 

Brown and one of his pas¬ 
sengers, Donald G. Lebonte, 


also 17, of Port Alberni, died 
in the wreckage. 

The other passenger in the 
car, Soren Robert Hanson, 17, 
of Port Alberni, remains in 
satisfactory condition with 
multiple injuries. 

Also in Nanaimo, a 13-year- 
old Nanaimo district resident 
remains in hospital with inju¬ 
ries suffered in an incident in¬ 
volving a blasting cap on the 
weekend. 

RCMP said it appeared the 
boy, along with a companion, 
discovered the blasting 
cap in the Hammond Bay 
Road area north of the city. It 
exploded while the boy was 
handling it, causing what 
RCMP Insp. D. J. Webster 
termed "severe injuries’* to 
the boy's hand and face. 

Webster said a thorough 
search of the area was con¬ 
ducted by police but no other 
caps or dangerous items have 
been discovered so far. 

While continuing their 
investigation into the incident, 
police issued a warning to 
children and parents alike 
that if any objects are found 
which could resemble a blast¬ 
ing cap, that is from one to_ 
two inches in length, tubular 
and in the neighborhood of 
one-quarter inch across, the

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NDP Approach - 
Makes Headway

Jack Radford, one of five 
now ministers, added to the 
Barrett cabinet, last May. is 
the kind of politician who 
seems in no hurry to create a 
public image of any kind. 

Adjectives, like low-key and 
low-profile fit him well, espe¬ 
cially in a portfolio recrea¬ 
tion and conservation that 
has few ringing political over¬ 
tones. 

But of the five cabinet min¬ 
isters who are all still learn¬ 
ing how to cope with a gov¬ 
ernment. department, Rad¬ 
ford. 43, is generally regtyded 
as the man most likely to suc»* 
coed. 

If he's made any major 
blunders in his five months as 
a minister they haven't been 
the obvious ones, of his rookie 
colleagues, such as Highway 
Minister Graham Lea’s ill-ad¬ 
vised comments about limit¬ 
ing the admission of Ameri¬ 
can campers to B.C. and 
Trade Minister Gary Lauk's 
botched arguments about Ca¬ 
nadian participation in S|*>- 
kane's Expo 74^. 

Tiny Number 

At the same time, despite 
his quiet, understated style, 
Radford demonstrates more 
confidence and commonsense 
than the other two ministers, 
Lome Nicholson in housing 
and Phyllis Young in con¬ 
sumer affairs. 

During the sometimes shrill 
and often tedious debate on 
B.C.'s new labor code, he 
made a notably intelligent 
"statement about the "reli¬ 
gious conscience" clause in 
the bill; hotly criticized by 
the opposition. 

Very Green 

Radford did some research 
and found that in other Cana¬ 
dian provinces where this 
clause is is effect, only a tiny 
number of people applied for 
exemptions from joining * a 
union on religious grounds. 

A professional union man 
before he was elected to office 
in 1972. Radford does admit 


he's ~ still very green in his 
department which, during 
peak season, employs 3,000 
poople. 

But since being ap|x>inted to 
the cabinet, he's visited as 
many of B.C.'s 320 parks as 
"time allowed him, meeting 
the staff and soliciting their 
ideas. They were staggered at 
the attention being paid them. 

"The first thing I noticed 
was that morale was at a 
very low ebb. The previous 
government just didn't focus 
enough attention on the re¬ 
sources of fish and wildlife ”. 

Golden Returns 

More than any other civil 
servants, he says, the recrea¬ 
tion and conservation workers 
are people in the job because 
they genuinely like it. 

Ami the suggestion is that 
the Social Credit administra¬ 
tion alienated them by neg- 
lecnng the portfolio in favor 
of "material things like roads 
and dams." 

For example, the 1971 
investment by the govern¬ 
ment in parks was' $2.9 mil¬ 
lion, roughly what hunters 
paid in licences and tags. 

According fa a two-year 
study, meanwhile, provincial 
revehues from fresh-water 
fishing and hunting alone total 
some $llt> million a year. It 
was a case of meagre invest- 
_ment and golden returns. 

Hiking Route 

Radford, who says his goal 
is to make B.C. the "recrea¬ 
tion corner of the continent." 
has changed all that. The last 
budget for the department 
was $4.2 million, and it will 
climb in future years. 

And • while more money 
ixrnrs into parks, beaches and 
wildlife management and rec¬ 
reational activities like public 
skiing and cycling, Radford 
says he is making it clear to 
the people who man the parks 
that they are "not just cogs in 
the wheel." 

One of his better ideas to 
date is the proposed location 
of an 82-mile hiking and cy¬ 
cling route on the little-used 


CNR right-of-way on South 
Vancouver Island. 

Furthermore, he's working 
hard to smooth relationships 
between the recreation de¬ 
partment and other govern¬ 
ment bureaucracies which in 
the past have quarrelled over, 
how available public lands 
could best be used. 

While shying away from 
newspaper headlines and 
rhetoric, which he dismisses 
as part of the "political 
game," Radford is not averse 
to a bit of intra-cabinet criti¬ 
cism. 

He disagrees, for example, 
with Lea’s much-ballyhooetl 
comments about too many 
American campers in the 
province, noting that the 
number of visiting U.S. 
pampers actually declined 
from 22 to 20 per cent last 
year. 

Common Theme 

Radford, a short stocky 
man who bears an uncanny 
resemblance to U.S. comedian 
Shecky Greene, is not an easy 
man to interview. 

He gropes for words, and 
will often fall into a cliche¬ 
like mode of conversation so 
popular with public officials. 
For example, his assessment j 
of the .NDP government is j 
that “it puts people first,” a 
common theme of Premier 
Barrett. 

An enthusiastic outdoors- 
man. he is impatient with his 
load of administrative paper¬ 
work. 

Blacklisted 

' There aren’t enough hours 
or days in the week for me. 
The problem is being able to 
pace myself. 

"I spend 12 to 14 hours a 
day mostly behind a desk, 
shuffling papers, when I much 
prefer to be with the people." 

Radford was bom In Nanai¬ 
mo of a coal-mining people, 
and his association with the 
NDP and the trade union 
movement was a natural 
. progression. 

His grandfather was a pio¬ 
neer organizer in the Duns- 
muir mines during the early 
union-management confronta¬ 
tions in Ladysmith^fnd was 
eventually blacklisted because 
of his union activities.

His father also mined coal, 
and Radford remembers 
two of his uncles killed in 
mining accidents in the space 
of a week.

aboard a Soviet-built turbo-jet 
from Chengchow, 650 miles 
north of this city, where they 
had spent the night. 

Chinese officials said the 
crowds began lining the 
paved streets about four 
hours before Tfudeau’s arriv¬ 
al. Banners were strung 
across the roadway hailing 
"The Distinguished; Guests 
from Canada” and .announc¬ 
ing that this was the day the 
foreigg^visitors would come.

mergers?” ^ 

He then pointed to a possi¬ 
ble blueprint for merging hos¬ 
pitals in Vancouver under the 
University Teaching Hospital 
Authority and told seminar 
delegates the "identical prin¬ 
ciples apply to Victoria.” 

"If we are not going to take 
this approach, why bother,” 
asked Foulkes. ‘‘If we are, 
then, in my opinion, merger is 
the only way to go, the ques¬ 
tion then is how to do it, and, 
once done, how does it work ? 

Each hospital in the Capital 
Region now has its own board 
of directors and its own medi¬ 
cal staff although most doc¬ 
tors have reciprocal privi¬ 
leges. 

The advisory committee of 
the regional hospital board 
has organized the two-day 
seminar to give the merger 
issue a thorough airing. 

Foulkes. whose year-old re¬ 
view is expected to be com¬ 
pleted within two weeks ready 
for government study, urged 
the seminar to start ‘‘by try¬ 
ing to define the objectives.”
